Sevier on Baldwin and Mountain Trail 
avenues, and to Andrew Holloway on 
Central avenues. Mr, Holloway’s bid 
on Mountain Trail avenue box culverts 
was the lowest, but it developed that 
through misunderstanding he only bid 
on the construction of three culverts on 
this street, while as a matter of fact six 
were intended. Mr. Holloway asked to 
be relieved from this bid, and consider¬ 
ing the mistake and the delay which 
would be occasioned in re-advertising 
for bids, together with the fact that it 
is doubtful if anything could be saved 
by re-advertising, the board decided to 
award the contract to the next lowest 
bidder—S. M. Sevier.

The labors of the 
two men admirably supplement each 
other, for Mozart assimilated and 
blended what Hayden definitely stated, 
adorning the ruffed outlines with the 
graceful draperies which his skill as a 
performer and his artistic nature dic¬ 
tated. Thus while Mozart adopted the 
form of the sonata practically as enun¬ 
ciated by Hayden, he was able to im¬ 
part new elements to it, drawn from 
his own experience and individuality 


some reputation 
as a composer and as an author, of the 
first German violin method, was quick 
to perceive the child’s sensitiveness 
toward music and began teaching him 
in clavier playing when Mozart was but 
four years old. He was an exceedingly 
delicate and receptive child. At the 
age of six he had not only acquired re¬ 
markable proficiency on the instrument, 
but had composed a number of little 
pieces and-clavier sonatas. Realizing 
the remarkable talent of his child, 
Mozart, the father, in 1762 ventured on 
a con:ert tour with him and his little 
sister to Munich and later to Vienna, 
where their playing became the sensa¬ 
tion of the hour, and was received by 
the emperor.
